WANT TO SELL 1907 TOBACCO. 

j Owensboro. Ky., Nov. 21.—[{Special. 1— 
In secret session to-day the Given River 
District Tobacco Growers’ Association 
of the American Society of Kqulty 
pledged Itself conditionally to grow no 
tobacco in 1908. The pledge, however, 
is nuli and void if before planting time 
all of the pooled tobacco of the 1905 
crop and 65 per cent, of tho 1906 crop is 
sold. 

This means that the equity farmers 
of Groan River district ar*- willing to 
go on raising tobacco with one full 
crop and nearly half of another sold If 
sales are made such a* contemplated In 
the resolution adopted there W1U bo util! 
unsold all of the 1907 crop nnd 35 per 
cent, of the 1%H crop. There wits a 
strong demand that some arrangement 
be made by which tho 1907 crop of to¬ 
bacco cun be sold at once, regurdkss of 
the two crops still In store in Louis¬ 
ville. There was a determination on 
the part of a large number of delegates 
to amend the district constitution so 

as to permit of this. 

• • • 

Heated Discussion. 

A heated discussion wu» luid as to 
the mutiticr tn which the constitution 
can be amended. Homo were of the 
opinion that the amendment should be 
made by the district union. Others 
thought that it would bo neevssary to 
refer any such action to the local 
unions for a vote When this theory 
wavs advanced a voice in the crowd 

piped up: 

“Yes, refer the whole matter back to 
the locals; we will disband and quit." 

An amendment permitting the sale of 
the new crop first would In ull prob¬ 
ability have been adopted hud the mut¬ 
ter ever boon put to a vote. L. N. Rob¬ 
ertson. who presided In the absence.of 
President ’ Cullen, spiked the guns of 
ihe revisionists by declaring that this 
was a culled meeting authorised to con¬ 
sider only such matters aa were men¬ 
tioned in the call, and that the present 
discussion was out of order. 

By the time he had mude the ruling 
he whs confronted W.|ih a copy of the 
coil Issued by President Cullen, staling 
as the object of the meeting ihr con¬ 
sideration of ail matters of business 
that.might, b^ necessary at this time. 
Mr. Robertson stuck tn his ruling, how¬ 
ever, and refused to entertain u motion 
or to permit any further discussion of 
the revision.

Journal.” a paper to be published in 
Chicago by O. M. Barnett, thr recently- 
elected president.

This curious 
cradle Is much over one hundred year* 
uld. and in it have reposed many little 
Indian pappooset. i 

This cradle belonged to Kah-mis-kah- 
se-gn-qua. a distinguished member of 
the Ottawa* and sister of Chief Nah- 
we-da-geahick. The relic appeals lo 
the mother of to-day, as It show* con¬ 
clusively how' primitive W’ere the house¬ 
hold arrangements of the forest people 
before the white man came and con¬ 
ferred upon them the gift (?) of civ¬ 
ilization. / 

Mr. Miller obtained the cradle from a 
squaw whose name whs Knh-mls-koh- 
se-ga-qua, who wnas then seventy-fix e 
yours of age. She was the mother of 
ten children, and each one had beem 
carried on her back or swung from & 
tree limb In tho little wooden cradle. 
The Cradle was Inherited from her 
mother, and she and her brothers and 
stater* hod also been reared in it. 

The handle Is of hickory and is pe¬ 
culiarly formed, the formation being 
the result of the threefold purpose to 
which It was put In the Northern wilds 
over a century ago. 

First. It was used for carrying the 
cradle and the little red puppoose. 

Again. In case of an setrident. it pre¬ 
vented the child from falling out and 
striking on Its face. 

In the third Instance, when the moth¬ 
er had to attend to hor houaeliold du¬ 
ties. plant com out In the hot sun or 
do other work, she would remove the 
cradle, set It against the tree, and to 
keep the little one contented she would 
hang on this handle a string of bright- 
colored beads, and, the wind swaying 
these, they became an attraction for ths 
Infant.

Was Well-Known Louisville Siloon- 
keeper and Fraternity 
Man. 


Eugene Carraro, one. of the besl*kn:>wn 
saloonkeepers and a member of one of 
the most prominent ItaHan families in 
I>oui»ville. succumbed to organic hear: 
disease, superinduced by dropsy, nt 5.50 
o'clock yesterday morning in his upart- 
m« nls at Third a:nd Green streets. Mr. 



Members of his family were at his bod- 
side when the eniLcame. 

Mr. Carraro had been In the saloon bus¬ 
iness for twenty-five years. He whs a 
member of the Italian Brotherhood, the 
Heptasophs, the Mo»e Green' Club and 
the Cathedral of the assumption con¬ 
gregation. * 

In these organisations and out of them. 
"Gene” had many friend*. He was big- 
hearted to these friends and generous to 
the poor, no one asking aid ever being 
turned away empty handed. To his fam¬ 
ily, mother, sister* and brothers, he never 
tired of loyalty and devoted service. 

Five years ago he married MUs Alma 
Romer, <»r this city. who was 
hls^ second wife. his first wife 
h.tnng died Besides ids wife he 
survived by five children, the okle-st 
having Just attained his fifteenth year. 
An aged mother, three brothers and two 
sisters also survive. The brothers are 
Frank and Churle* Carraro. b^tb of 
Louisville, and Lou’s Camiro, of Cincin¬ 
nati Ills sisters ure Mrs. Thomas Schess 
and Mrs. Frederick Lurdlng.

Other testimony In Mrs. Bradley's be¬ 
half was given by MaJ.

On January 7 lie expresed confidence 
that his wife would agree to a divorce 
on reasonable terms, “and then.” he 
said, "you and I will celebrate the 
spring by ending cur troubles in unit¬ 
ing for life.

The Sixth State Development Con¬ 
vention. which adjourned last even¬ 
ing after it three-days' session, wa« 
In all respects a gratifying success and 
cannot fail to promote the important 
objects for which It was held. There 
was nothing spectacular in any part 
of Us programme, either in oratory or 
display of other kinds, but It proved, 
as It was designed to be. a strictly bus¬ 
iness meeting, even the hours of ad¬ 
journment being chiefly devoted to per¬ 
sonal conference between the delegates 
from widely separated sections of the 
Stale.

The Third-Term Chatter. 

If Mr. Cleveland had taken himself 
out of the field of speculation as a pos¬ 
sible Democratic nominee a year or 
even six months in advance of the Na¬ 
tional Democratic Convention of 1*96. 
the Democratic party might have es¬ 
caped the political catuclysm of that 
fateful year. He could not be Induced 
to open his lips. Declaring he was not 
a cundidlate. he permitted a member of 
his Cabinet elaborately to set forth hla 
claims. ,Tn a word, he held the Gold 
Democrats, whilst the Free Bllver men 
skinned them.

Is Mr. Roosevelt playing the same 
game with the Republicans that Mr. 
Cleveland played with the Democrats? 

In the course of a long lotted to the 
Chicago Tribune. Its well-informed 
Washington correspondent discusses the 
situation as follows: 

President Roosevelt has been made the 
victim lately of a persistent proc*T*- 
slon of third term boomers, who have In¬ 
vaded the White House and have sought 
to secure from him some declaration as 
to his political intentions. To all of these 
people the President has been 4*1 sphinx. 
He has listened to opinions front States 
as widely separated oa Oregon and New 
York to the effect that he certainly will 
be nominated and elected, unless he does 
something to make It perfectly clear to 
the people that he will not have the honor 
at any price. 

But the President listens In silence. 
His accustomed volubility deserts him 
when the talk is turned to a third term. 
He has not reiterated his declaration of 
♦•lection night. 1804, and he hn*» given no 
one of his callers the slightest assurance 
that he proposes to make any such dec¬ 
laration In the near future. The Pres¬ 
ident stands on his original pronuncia- 
mento, and he does not seem in the 
slightest degree disposed to reiterate It 
nor tc/ thank those well meaning friends 
.who Insinuate that he did not mean what 
he said. 

“It has often been said that President 
Roosevelt is a good politician. There are 
few men better qualified to Judge of the 
trend of public sentiment. He is un¬ 
questionably aware that his popularity 
throughout the country. Instead of being 
diminished, is probably greaten than ever 
before. He knows that. If he wore to 
attempt to secure the nomination. It 
would be his for the asking. His re¬ 
fusal^ to decline It in advance every morn¬ 
ing or two has mystified some of his 
callers, and they have gone back to their 
constituents shouting for a third term 
and declaring the President would yield 
to the will of tho people. 

“No one Is authorized to speak for the 
President except Theodore Roosevelt him¬ 
self. Those who are close to him, how¬ 
ever. Are Just as oonfident as they ever 
were that when he believes the right 
time has arrived he will take his own 
way of demonstrating to the people he 
was In earnest on election night, three 
years ago, when he dictated his famous 
renunciation of another term In the White 
House. These close friends of the Pres¬ 
ident declare he has never changed his 
mind In regard to the succession, and 
that there Is no more evidence to-day than 
there was three years ago that he would 
consent on any consideration to be a can¬ 
didate for re-election. 

All this reads reasonable. And yet 
It reads precisely like the screeds that 
went forth eleven years ago about Mr. 
Cleveland and his intentions. 

The Chicago Record-Herald thinks 
the third-term chatter Is meant to hurt 
the President. We quote: 

“The third term movement as applied 
to Roosevelt sc-epis to be Just now not in 
the hands of Its friends but of Its enemies 
There is a persistent endeavor to mnk© 
Roosevelt take some action which would 
gIv«Whlm tlve appearance of receptiveness 
In spite of hia pledge. In which case a 
hard attack could b* made on him for hia 
ambition and bad faith, or else to have 


Considering that the 
election of Theodore Roosevelt in 1908 
would b© the abandonment of tbe 
old constitutional Republic and the 
deliberate surrender of its free Institu¬ 
tions to the one-man power, it sounds 
queer that such a journal as the Rec¬ 
ord-Herald should Intimate that any 
question could be more practical. 

Meanwhile, the trenchermen are hard 
at work Ex-CoiibuI L. W. Myers put 
the case from the pie-counter stand¬ 
point for all the rest of the bread-and- 
butter brigade. As a sample, we re¬ 
print him “hoius-bolus” as follows: 

“Of course. President Roosevelt Is no: 
a candidate for the presidency next year. 
In the ordinary sense of that term. He 
said he would not be a candidate to suc¬ 
ceed himself, and he has been faithful to 
that pledge. He has not been a candi¬ 
date. He has even said that ho would not 
accept a nomination next year, but as 
Speaker Cannon said recently, no man 
lias ever yet declined a nomination to 
that high responsibility, and It Is safe to 
say no roan ever will- 

"ff the coming National Republican 
Convention should, by a large majority, 
nominate Mr. Roosevelt to be Its candi¬ 
date next year, he would accept the nom¬ 
ination. He could not conslatenly. with all 
he hae said about good citizenship, and 
fonslstenly with All he has done to Im¬ 
prove the moral tone of the public serv¬ 
ice. refuse. 

“The vast majority of the people of tho 
whole country want Mr. Rooseveit an¬ 
other term Just at this time, and not 
some other time hereafter, and they have 
a right to demand his acceptance. It is 
a fundamental principle of this Govern¬ 
ment that It has a right to claim the 
services of citizens In cases of emerg¬ 
encies. When the Government Is pnguged 
In war It has a right to draft men into 
its service, and they roust go whether 
they want to or not. 

“In the Civil War poor men were taken 
from their homes, and families were prac¬ 
tically deprived of their personal liberty. 
These men were thruat Into the front of 
battle, where they were liable to be shot 
down at any moment, or to be mangled 
for life. Mr. Roosevelt, In submitting to 
the draft the people feel like submitting 
him to. Is required to make no such 
sacrifice.' In accepting the place to which 
they assign him. there Is nothing before 
him but honor, national and International 
distinction, home, peace and the Immeas¬ 
urable Joy of feeling That he la of serv¬ 
ice to his fellow-men. 

“If war should ensue while Mr. 
Roosevelt is President, and If he could 
not get soldiers through volunteering, he 
would not hesitate to resort to draft men 
for soldiers, and he Is too brood a citizen 
to enforce on others a law he would not 
himself obey. Nay, the very keynote of 
all his public utterances Is that there 
must be equality for all before the law, 
and there can be no Justice In such thing 
as special exemptions and special priv¬ 
ileges. 

“Now In a sense we are at war. Not 
a clash at arms. It Is true. but. never¬ 
theless. a struggle of great Import for 
good government, and for Justice and 
equality for all men. It Is truly a civil 
wor of giant interests and of enduring 
principles. That it may be successfully 
conducted and the beet results secured, 
the country needs the sendees, not only 
of the common, civil soldier, but It need* 
the service of the very best soldlor It 
can find 

“In this war for good government and 
the enforcement of law. what soldier can 
be found equal in ability, aptitude, under¬ 
standing and moral courage to Theodore 
Roosevelt? There are other good men, 
and the country knows who they are. but 
not a single One of them caa Jump Into 
the saddle and ride as can Mr. Roose¬ 
velt. And It Is no discredit to other men 
to say this. Mr. Roosevelt has the busi¬ 
ness In hand. He has gone over the 
ground. He knows the men he is dealing 
with, and his energy Is equal to the 
best He is the fittest man In the na¬ 
tion to deal with the present situation 
and he will not decline the nomination. 

No true American, not even any self- 
respecting man, can be fooled by a 
word of the foregoing. A third term 
for Theodore Roosevelt would be re¬ 
garded by the whole world as the end 
of Republican Government in America. 
It would be the DSazlflcatlon of Roose¬ 
velt and the Mexlcanlzation of the Re¬ 
public. It would be the walking into 
the noose of a Dictatorship by tbe peo¬ 
ple with their eyes wide open. In our 
opinion. It would as surely break up 
tbe Republican party as free silver 
broke up the Democratic party. Mr 
Theodore Roosevelt, instead of going 
out of office with a halo of glory*, 
making a good third to Washington 
and Lincoln, would go to keep com¬ 
pany wllh Grover Cleveland. Immortal 
only as a poor party-buster! 


Jer t it would bo of inestimable value if 
thq various papers read at this meet¬ 
ing could he published In book form 
for wide distribution in the State and 
lilac where, after careful compilation by 
ii competent committee. There hue been 
no such provision heretofore, such pub¬ 
lication being limited to a few ad¬ 
dresses In pamphlet form and accessi¬ 
ble to hut few readers. By embodying 
**in one volume all the papers rend at 
this meeting, or such ns a judicious 
rommlttee should deem best promptly© 
of the object, a mass of most valuable 
Information f 9 r circulation within and 
without the State, would be secured, 
which would well Justify the expense 
and prove an invaluable means,of pro¬ 
moting the better development of the 
resources of the State and Its general 
advancement. 

ITh* revision of the constitution of 
the State Development Association un¬ 
der whose auspices the convention was 
belt, which was one of the closing act 5 
of the meeting, embraces some valuable 
changes: The provision in regard to 
future, meetings by which they will be 
held In Louisville in alternate years 
preceding the regular sessions cf the 


phfttic terms which could perhaps be used 
against hbn or ng.ilnst any candidate who 
represents hds policies. The status quo Is 
very unsatisfactory to his enemies, for 
that status quo leaves Roosevelt out of 
the race for the nomination, while at the 
same time it leaves the Roosevelt strength 
fully available for whatever candidate 
proves in popular estimation best to rep¬ 
resent the Roosevelt following.” 

We are not at all sure of thij. We 
allow for the cranks. We allow also 
for the knaves. But there Is a good 
deal of talk not wholly of cranks or 
knaves, and a good deal also of what 
«eema subterranean dicker and double- 
deal. In the main, however, we agree 
with tho Record-Herald ’a conclusion 
that “there Is little possibility that 
Roosevelt will b* a candidate next 
year So long as a man can be nomi¬ 
nated by the Republican party who 
represents the Rjoosovelt policies, or 
whatever part of them the voters stand 
strongly for at the time of tho con¬ 
vention, there Is little probability of an 
uncompromising demand Roosevelt 
and Roosevelt only. But these discus¬ 
sions of the merits and demerits of the 
third term as such are not apt to have 
any particular value or meaning at the 
time. The issue will be much too prac- 


Respect For the Law. 

Some of the speakers before the State 
Development Association — especially 
Judge W. O. Harris and L#w B. Brown 
—mentioned as one of the principal 
needs of Kentucky reapect for the law. 
The speakers might have been more 
specific and declared that the class 
most In need of reapect for the law Is 
the official class. This Is not to indict 
all public officers in the &tate. It is to 
blame those charged with the enforce¬ 
ment of faw for tolerating such law¬ 
lessness as prevails In the tobacco dis¬ 
tricts of the State, and such outrages 
as the Hargis trials In eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. The responsibility for these 

things Is primarily the responsibility of 
the authorities who fall to put an end 
to them; whose lack of respect for the 
law themselves makes possible the ac¬ 
tive defiance of the law’ by certain ele¬ 
ments of the population. Lawlessness 
, cannot go far If the officers empowered 
to suppress It do their duty. Indl 
j vidualn persist In organized lawlessness 
only w’hen they meet with no stem re¬ 
sistance from the agents of law*. The 
su^st means to anarchy is a set of 
spineless officers. 

It Is quite true that Kentucky has 
suffered greatly as a result of the tol¬ 
erance by men in high places of law¬ 
lessness. Her reputation has been 
blemished by the disorders themselves 
as well as by the character of govern 
me*U the Indifference of the public au¬ 
thorities betray. Her reputation Is not 
all. Her progress ha* been retarded 
Enterprise is not going to assert itself 
in a State where law and order and 
Justice* are neither rigid nor depend¬ 
able. Capital, w’hich develops and con¬ 
structs, shies at communities where 
protection either may or may not be 
had. according to the chances of the 
moment. The period of lawlessness 
through which Kentucky has been pass¬ 
ing the past few years has therefore 
damaged the State in a thousand ways. 
It is Impossible adequately to measure 


w’hat Kentucky has lost in prestige and 
character and wealth through the per¬ 
formances of certain Inoompetent. 
weak-kneed and unfaithful public .of¬ 
ficers. 

This does not exculpate people who 
endure such Incompetence and infidel¬ 
ity. nor does It excuse the individuals 
guilty of law less acts; but It puts the 
main burden upon those whose derelic¬ 
tion has made the lawlessness possible. 

Respect for the law In the hearts of 
these officers can and will force respect 
for the law in the hearts of those people 
now- deficient in it. 


Booming Foraker. 

The Ohio pollttclau is a very smooth 
citizen. Perhaps this description suits 
the political guild generally, but it 
seems to be somewhat more applicable 
to the politicians of Ohio than to those 
of some other States. For all that, the 
Republican politicians of Ohio are atf-l 
t&ted by greater dissensions than are 1 
those In many other Commonwealths. 

Now Senator Foraker holds himself 
out a* a plain, blunt man W’ho love 9 
hla friends and speaks right on. who 
especially trusts in God and the Amer¬ 
ican Constitution. Nevertheless, there 
has been a good deal of method In such 
positions aa he has taken In the past. 
He took strong grounds against the 
South in the days when votes were to 
be had by that course, and he captured 
them in that way. Subsequent events 
made people believe that he was not In 
the campaign against the South so 
much from conviction as from policy. 
When approached he was found to be 
a very mild-mannered man to be found 
In the business of scuttling ships or 
cutting throats. Still, Mr. Foraker had 
his ambitions, and the case of the 
Brownsville shootlnga offered him a 
chance to make himself solid with the 
colored vote, which he was not philoso¬ 
pher enough to neglect. It gave him 
also an opportunity to antagonize the 
President, whom he la believed not to 
love, and Secretary Taft, whose ambi¬ 
tions run counter to those of Mr. Fora¬ 
ker. 

Now*, there is an organization in Ohio 
called the League of Republican Clubs. 
It Is not an official body, but then clubs 
are generally recognized as having a 
rather Intimate relation to the politics 
of the State, as they are agencies fbr 
getting out the vote for Republican 
candidates. The league, however, la 
under obligations not to lend itself to 
the ambitions of Individuals for prom¬ 
inence In the party. Its constitu¬ 
tion declares that It shall not Jn any 
way seek to Influence the action of na¬ 
tional. State, county or municipal con¬ 
ventions; that It shall not Intimate any 
preference for any candidate or recom¬ 
mend any person as an Applicant for 
any position. 

This is the sort of organization w hose 
executive and advisory committees or 
their proxies met at Columbus and 
unanimously Indorsed Senator Foraker 
for re-election to the Senate and as a 
candidate for the presidency nett year. 
Now’ this action was unconstitutional, 
and according to the decisions w’ith ref¬ 
erence to acts of Congress or the .State 
Legislatures which violate the Consti¬ 
tution, were null and void. The men 
w’ho engineered this movement must 
have known this, and yet they went on 
cheerfully to promote it. so they must 
have expected that it woul^have some 
effect. It will be noticed that the ac¬ 
tion is reported to have been unani¬ 
mous. But as It Is positively certain 
that a large number of the Republicans 
of Ohio are In favor of Secretary Taft, 
and opposed to Senator Foraker for 
President, If not to hla re-election to 
the Senate, It la perfectly clear that the 
committees of the league were not rep¬ 
resentative bodies. The members must 
have been gotten together for a cer¬ 
tain purpose, which they proceeded to 
carry out. Mr. Taft’s campaign rep¬ 
resentative says that the committee 
was appointed, and all Its members 
were named, by a friend and represent¬ 
ative of Senator Foraker. However 
this may be. It Is clear that the men 
who declared for Foraker w’ere not rep¬ 
resentative of the party In the State. 
Tlfrey may claim to represent a major¬ 
ity, but that is precisely the question 
at Issue. The Taft men assert that a 
great majority of the Republicans of 
the State favor their candidate for the 
presidency, and they ask for a direct 
expression on that subject. 

In their indorsement of Mr. Foraker 
the members of the committee declare 
that they think Senator Foraker was 
right in hfs opposition to :h© Julnt 
statehood bill and the executive action 
In the case of the negro troops. The 
opposition of the Senator tu the rate 
bill Is alluded to, but It !s not Suid that 
he was right In this matter. Thai rub- 
Ject is waived. To replace It, however, 
the tariff is brought in. and it Is said 
that with Foraker President the po'lcy 
o t protection would not have to fear Its 
open enemies, the free traders <T those 
who in the guise of friends profess to 
wish to Improve the tariff by a revision 
downward. This, of course, is a hit at 
Taft, who is an advocate of revision 
when the presidential election Is over. 
It Is an appeal to the standpat element 
to rally to Foraker, or in any event to 
oppose Taft. 

There has been a good deal of talk to 
the effect that the Taft candidature 
Is a failure. The enemies of the Secre¬ 
tary In Ohio evidently think the time 
opportune for creating the Impression 
that the Republicans of hla oWn State 
are against him. They probably do not 
regard Senator Foraker as a presi¬ 
dential possibility, but he Is an Ohio] 
man w ith a deflni-te following and so 
may be used as a nucleus around whom 
to concentrate the anti-Taft sentiment 
of the State. Even If the Republicans 
of Ohio are. as is claimed, overwhelm¬ 
ingly for him, this action by the com¬ 
mittees of the Republican League can 
be used In other States to create the 
Impression that he la out of It. In this 
wav II la booed, perhaps, that his with¬ 


drawal from the campaign may be se¬ 
cured without>^he necessity of testing 
his strength among the Republicans of 
Ohio. 

It appears not to have been appre¬ 
hended that this action will Introduce 
elements of discord In Ohio w’hich may 
have a bad effect next year. The per¬ 
sonal element will have a good deal of 
effect. The appeal to the standpat fol¬ 
lowing ignores the strong Remand for 
tariff revision. Ohio is a strong Repub¬ 
lican State, but recent events have 
weakened the confidence in the tariff as 
an agent of prosperity. The ultimate 
effect of this row may possibly be 
mbre far-reaching than Its manipula¬ 
tors are inclined to believe. 


The Bradley Case. 

New York journalists and Journals 
were roundly denounced throughout the 
provinces when a woman oA the town 
who happened to have reached the 
streets by way of the stage was made 
a heroine by the penny dreadfuls when 
she was tried for the murder of a gam¬ 
bler. Again the morals of New’ York 
and the metropolitan newspapers w’ere 
scored when an Immense sensation was 
made of the trial of a paretic profligate 
w’ho killed a rounder for attentions to 
the wife of the slayer, a wom¬ 
an who had been the paramour of 
both. But the classic repose of our 
sedate ,’trvd circumspect national 
capital i s disturbed by a crim¬ 
inal trial no less sordid than the two 
New York trials, and some of the Jour¬ 
nals that thundered against the deca¬ 
dence of New York are publishing vol¬ 
uminous reports of it. 

The case of Mrs. Bradley differs from 
that of thousands of erring women In 
that she consorted with a man who 
had formerly been In the United States 
Senate. Shorn of the frills wherewith 
it has been decked by gentleman and 
lady journalists who have flocked to 
Washington to manufacture a romance 
and a heroine, the Bradley-Brow’n case 
tells the simple story of an affair In 
which there figured a woman whose 
age and experience In life had forced 
upon her a perfect knowledge of right 
and wrong, and a man who was un¬ 
true to his wife. Each knew* the other's 
obligations and responsibilities. Per¬ 
haps the fnan w’as superlatively wicked 
and plotted. Possibly the woman wus 
exceptionally weak and was “lured." 
More probably the two were fairly 
matched In guilt and accompanied one 
another from the straight path, neither 
leading and neither led. The man 
sought conquest and found slavery, af¬ 
ter rtie manner of his kind. The woman 
Indulged in liberty and found misery, 
aftor the manner of her kind. The af¬ 
fair ended logically in tragedy. The 
rnan sought escape, and Nemesis. In the 
person of the woman scorned, took up 
a revolver and sought him. The old, 
old moral was pointed by the climax, 
and the often repeated warning war 
again written In t))ood. Had the woman 
been a kitchen maid and the man a 
coal heaver, the world would have seen 
no heroine, and the press would have 
Indulged In no heroics. The defendant 
would have gone to prison unsung, and 
with very little sympathy from her own 
or the opposite sex. Because Mr. 
Brown had once been in the Senate 
and was well known the last detail of 
the pitiful drama of sin and despair 
must bq exploited. If Mrs. Bradley be 
acquitted, as Is not improbable, she 
will owe her classification as a mar. 
tyr to the hysterics of the mob. 
She Is really a martyr to her own 
mistakes, and she will probably be 
able to build very ♦ little for the 
future from the remnants of a 
wrecked life If Bhe Is set free. The les¬ 
son that should be drawn from the 
case—the efforts of the yellow press to 
the contrary notwithstanding — Is not 
that Brown was a monster and that 
Mrs. Bradley was morally justifiable 
w’hen she shot hint, but that a man 
w’ho is false to hlB marriage vows will 
be false to his “affinity." and that the 
woman who errs pays for her error, 
and that no great difference In the 
qrice can be made by her decision to 
suffer In silence or resort to violent 
methods of revenge.

NEW COINS HARD TO MAKE. 


(Washington Past] 

The Irreverent expression* which the 
President declare* are caused by the 
motto. “In God wo trust,” are nothing as 
compared with the lurid language which 
was provoked In the Philadelphia mint 
when the first attempt was made to strike 
the new gold coin* from tho Roosevelt- 
Saint-Gauden* design The principal me¬ 
chanical difficulty Is that the design pro¬ 
vides for nn extremely high relief on 
both sides and the ordinary coin press l* 
incapable of turning out the coins In per- 
fnct condition. It was found that noth¬ 
ing hut a medal press could be used suc¬ 
cessfully without altering the machinery, 
and medal pr*•**©* are ran ao slowly as 
to prohibit their use for ordinary coinage. 

To turn out $10 gold pieces at the slow 
rate of speed accomplished by a medal 
press would make the coins an expensive 
that they could not be produced for gen¬ 
eral circulation. The problem has been 
studied for several weeks by the mint of¬ 
ficers and employes In Philadelphia, with 
the result that the mit hlnes used on this 
particular rotn have been provided with 
ti mechanical attachment which permit* 
the presses to be run at somewhere near 
the usual rate of spo^ The same device 
will have to be Installed In the' olhor 
mint* of the country. i 

The difficulty will be multiplied by three 
wh<m the mint, undertake* to execute the 
gold coins of the double eagle «nd five- 
dojlrtr denomination* after the n-w de¬ 
signs. It Is possible also that the two 
dollar and a half gold piece will be exe¬ 
cuted after the new design, but it I* not 
certain that the coinage of this denomi¬ 
nation will be continued, a* there is little 
demand for these piece*. 

Preparations are now being made to pro¬ 
duce the double eagle, or twenty dollar 
gold piece, after the new design, but th© 
design will have to be changed, or. at 
least, an entirely new effect will be l*»- 
parted to It. to make tho coin acceptable 
in business and In order that It may be 
produced economically by the mlnL 

The design which now appear* on the 
“Liberty" side of the ten dollar gold pieca 
was Intended by Saint-Gnudcn. 1 * to be used 
for the copper cent, but tho President 
liked It so well that he directed Its use 
for the gold piece There Is. therefore, 
no new design for the one-cent piece, 
and it is learned that one will be made 
probably In the near future, either by the 
mint designers or by nn artist appointed 
for the purpose. 

The President has no power »t present 
tot change the appertTrnncc of the sliver 
coin*, ns the statutory twenty-five years 
hnve not elapsed since the «!•»<*» 

was adopted and executed.

Col. Hennett H. Young prepared the 
following tribute to Mr Booker: 
i A large number of people in Louisville 
felt keenest anguish when the news was 
spread abroad of the tragic and pathetic 
death of William F Booker. l«or more 
than forty-two years he hud been a citi¬ 
zen of Louisville, and during this long 
period his example and hi* universal kind¬ 
ness have left beautiful impress upon those 
who knew him Unostentatious in the 
highest degree, he won tho love of hun¬ 
dreds of those who came in contact with 
him. It 1* wot always praise to say that 
a man die* without enemies. As a rule, 
men Who have no enemica do not count 
for much in life’s conflicts, but William K 
Boukor did count for a great deal in life, 
yet he died without an enemy. He was a 
inan of strong convictions and with un¬ 
flinching courage *to ptr»ent and defend 
them. lie never feared to reprove the 
wrong or to exprem hia opinions uuon all 
social and political question*. He had 
pronounced views on all \-ital matter* 
and he never hekltated lit the line of duty 
to give, these utterances, but ho always 
did this In a way to leave no sling, but. 
on the other hand, to leave no do-ubt of 
his opinions and j»o*Hlon. 

His private life w«e Ideal Mode*t In 
his deportment, ho whs strong in his af¬ 
fections and to his family and friends he 
was considerate, gentle, appreciative and 
true 

Judged by the world’s standard, he was 
neither renowned nor great, but he was 
something better than these, he was help¬ 
ful. kind, thoughtful and generous in oil 
hla dealings und ways and ever mani¬ 
fested the best and nobieat type of Chris¬ 
tian character. 

As a citizen he woe upright, patriotic 
and pubite-spirited. As a friend, faith¬ 
ful and <k*voted; na a husnand ana father 
he was affectionate and considerate; a** a 
man brave and honest; as a Christian 
trustful and earnest. There are hundreds 
who will always remember his cheery 
greeting and many live* rt nd homes will 
miss his thoughtful and liberal minbnra- 
tions. 

In his church he was a great power. He 
loved It with a deep, passionate devotion 
second only to that no bore his Redeemer. 
No man in Louisville for hts means be¬ 
stowed more charities. It Is Indeed »»d 
that his life should end In a tragedy and 
that he should be stricken down without 
the opportunity to say a last word of ten¬ 
derness to tho**e ho loved or Impart an 
affectionate message to those his life had 
made happier and better. It can be mi id 
truthfully of him that Insofar as men 
reach the standard of the grout Teacher, 
he came nigh the limit of uttulnmeivt. 
“His dally prayer, fiar better understood 
In acts than words, was simply doing 
good ”

Chicago. Nov. 21—That twenty of 
the memorandum note* discounted by 
the Chicago National Bank, represent* 
ing the sum of $1,840,000, remained un¬ 
paid when the bank suspended in De¬ 
cember, 1905, and that many of the 
notes declared by the defense to have 
been paid at maturity ^were not paid, 
but simply renewed, were facts brought 
out to-day In the trial of John R. 
Walsh, charged with misappropriation 
of the bank’s funds. ^ 

On re-dlrect examination of National 
Bank Examiner Muxey, the same pro¬ 
ves* of identification in the books of the 
bank which wan pursued In the direct 
examination, waa carried out. The wit¬ 
ness Identified entries showing the dis¬ 
counting of the notes. He then turned 
to an account, showing discounted 
notes paid to indicate that the obliga¬ 
tions were met when due. Another 
register, however, indicated that on the 
precise dates that payments were made, 
new notes for the same amounts were 
made. The collateral book also was 
used to show that the security for the 
new notes was the same as for the old 
ones. Evidence was also Introduced to 
prove that the notes were drawn and 
signed In the various names, as prev¬ 
iously indicated, by bank employes at 
the direction of Mr. Walsh.

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 21.—A decree 
in favor of the State ha* been rendered 
by Chancellor J. W. Stout, at Gallatin, 
Tenn.. in the case of the State of Ten¬ 
nessee vs, the Standard Oil Company.

CORTELYOU BEGINS ALLOT¬ 
MENT OF CERTIFICATES. 


WILL HAVE TO RETAIN PART 
OF THE PROCEEDS. 


MOVING WITH MUCH CAUTION. 


Washington. Nov. 21.—Announcement 
was made by Secretary Cortelyou this 
afternoon' that allotments had already 
begun of the new one-year Treasury 
certificates, for which subscriptions 
were Invited In the circular of the 
Treasury Department Issued Monday. 
Allotments of the 2 per cent Panama 
bonds will not be made, according to 
the terms of the circular relative to 
them, until after all bids are submit¬ 
ted at the clo«e of business on / No¬ 
vember 30. The Secretary, intimated 
this afternoon that appl lout ions for 
both bonds and certificates wen* being 
received in^ satisfactory amount, but he 
was not prepared as yet to disclose the 
volume of subscriptions and allotments. 

Secretary Cortelyou was shut up 
nearly all day studying the situation 
and conditions of allotment. 

The discretion reserved in his orig¬ 
inal offer of the 3 per cent, certificate* 
that “$50,000,000 Will be allottel by the 
Secretary in his discretion upon offers 
of subscriptions addressed to him.” has 
brought a great variety of orders and 
suggestions, among which it Is some¬ 
what difficult to choose as to thus* 
most advantageous to'the Government 
and financial situation. 

The two most essential elements to 
be considered are the amount of cash 
required to be paid Into the Treasury 
ijnd if national banks taking the certifi¬ 
cates will employ them to increase cir¬ 
culation.

The 
nominal cash balance of the Treasury 
stood ro-day at only $8,952,412 after de¬ 
ducting the amount of public money on 
deposit in national banks. This is ob¬ 
viously below thb working requirement 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
might find ample justification against 
criticism In Congress in the fact that 
he needs cash to recoup his bulance. 

The matter <>f allotments th proving n 
somewhat delicate one and cat$* Is be¬ 
ing taken to avoid any well-founded 
charge* of favoritism. It Is felt at the 
Treasury, however, that no Just etUl- 
< ism will lie against the action of the 
Secretary if allotments are based chief¬ 
ly upon definite and binding assurance? 
by national banks that they will take 
out new' circulation to the full amount 
of the certificates alloted to ihem. 
The proposal to threaten banks to take 
away their public deposit* if they do 
not comply with the wishes of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury bus no^ been 
considered at the department.

BUSINESS IMPROVING. 

Dun 6c Co. Receive Favorable Reports 
From Many Cities. 

New York, Nov. 21.—Considerable im¬ 
provement in commercial, financial and 
manufacturing circles throughout the 
country is indicated In reports from va- 
•rlous centers which have been received 
by K. G. Dun & Co. Some of the cities 
where the financial stringency was 
most severely felt a wpek ago. have a 
steadily increasing supply of c urrency, 
and business in general as a result^ is 
in a more satisfactory condition. The 
increase in currency supplies at Min¬ 
neapolis has mode It possible for the 
large elevator concerns to resume the 
purchase of grain, and as a result trade 
Is assuming normal proportions. Col¬ 
lections ate moving more freely and the 
disturbance in money matters appar¬ 
ently ha* passed. At Cleveland, while 
Industrial conditions remained unset¬ 
tled. and a number of manufacturing 
establishments have reduced their op¬ 
erating forces, the banks are relaxing 
to a great extent and are taking care 
of nil necessary transactions. The re¬ 
striction governing deposits In Cleve¬ 
land savings banks also Is to be lifted. 
At Boston commercial and industrial 
• ondltlons nre more hopeful, although 
the monetary situation is acute and 
business is prosecuted on a somewhat 
smaller scale. There is noticeable In 
all directions, however, a tendency 
toward curtailment of production and a 
slowing down of manufacturing plants. 

Boston, Cincinnati, Baltimore, Cleve¬ 
land and some other cities show’ good 
retail business Although the currency 
supply Is much larger than a week ago 
in Philadelphia, the financial stringency 
rest rains activity in- tho wool market. 
At Portland. Ore., tho reaction In 
wrhol^aie and retail trade, as a r» suit 
or the financial ilurrv, which caused 
the suspension of two Portland banks, 
was not as gr^ii as was feared. The 
stringency In the money market, how¬ 
ever. stopped business in grain and 
hops and has checked real estate buy¬ 
ing and important building operations. 
But Wheat buying Is now resumed on a 
moderate scale and is expected to at¬ 
tain large proportions as soon as more 
cash Is available. 

Inability to supply currency needs at 
St. Paul still interferes with the mar¬ 
keting or farm products and collect on 8 
are below the normal. Buyers are more 
iconservative, but there are few cancel¬ 
lations and Jobbing trade holds up well.

The most im¬ 
portant Hamburg and other German 
banks, as well .as a number of English 
firms, are Involved In the failure. 

Quit Certificate Plan. 

Butte, Mont., Nov. 21.—A special from 
Billings, Mont., states that the bnnks 
at that city have retired the clearing 
house certificates, ample cash being 
avaflhble for the conduct of all busi¬ 
ness. Settlements for stock shipments 
have Increased the reserve of iho banks 
to a very healthy extent and the con¬ 
dition of the banks Is the best in years. 

Want Certificates Issued. 

Evansville. Ind.. Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
The Evansville manufacturers met In 
• I meeting to-night and adopted a 
resolution asking the local banks to Is¬ 
sue clearing-house certificates to be put 
into general circulation. The bankers 
will give their decision Friday. 

Reduction In Working Forces. 

Nashville. Tenn.. Nov. 21.—[Special.] 
—Several hundred men and boys have 
been laid off by local industries because 
of the financial stringency. Three or 
four large concerns have practically 
ceased operations.

First In Stone-Faced Road. 


The third and last paper read before 
the convention was that on “Good 
Uoad*’’ by Vernon M. Peirce, Chief En¬ 
gineer United States Good Roads Office. 
Mr. Peirce began with a dissuasion of 
the early history df road-making In 
Kentucky, when Dr. Thomas Walker 
first came Into Kentucky and blazod the 
wilderness road, through Cumberland 
Gap. He said United States En^.neera 
were still working on the first macadam 
road on this route. He said Kentucky 
stood first among the States for stone- 
faced roads, and fourth in the number 
of* miles of Improved roads. 

He compareu the present county sys¬ 
tem of roads, where a crowd of men 
simply shovel mud and muck onto the 
gradt?, with the French system, where 
thirty miles of road destroyed by a 
storm, was replaced in three hours. He 
eald the French give the greatest at¬ 
tention to removing mud and dust, 
while Americans seem to do the exact 
reverse.

Peirce enumerated as: Local building, 
for which he suggested more extended 
lines under the direction of a compe¬ 
tent engineer; use of statute labor, the

Money For Geological Survey. 


Remarkable results w'hlch havo been 
achieved by proper mastication of food 
and consequent Improved diet wore de¬ 
scribed In detail by Prof. Irving Fisher, 
of Yale University, at a mass-meeting 
hold in W obi soy Hall, under the aus¬ 
pices of the American Health League, 
says a New Huvdi special to the Phil¬ 
adelphia Record .[ , 

Tests conducted by Prof. Fisher show 
conclusively that; It Is possible for a 
man to double his working efficiency by 
merely adopting a simple rule of masti¬ 
cation and without attempting to limit 
his desire for food In the slightest. In 
fact, the person adopting tha method Is 
urged to concent rate his mind, not on 
the thorough chewing of food, but on Its 
taste and to eat those thing.* which 
taste thereafter dictates. 

Prof. Fisher urged a national organi¬ 
sation of public health work, and said 
he believed the outlook for legislation 
by Congress during the coming wMnter 
enabling the Government to better pro¬ 
mote health was bright, indeed. The 
American Health League now numbers 
5,000 members and Is constantly grow¬ 
ing In strength, the simplicity of the 
working methods appealing to the pub¬ 
lic generally. Professor Fisher said, in 
part; 

At the outset, let me confess that I 
became Interested In the subject of 
health through bitter experience. Nine 
years ago I broke down with tuber¬ 
culosis and so know* personally what 
that word means. I have also had the 
satisfaction of knowing what it means 
to be cured. 

The methods by which American 
health standards may be Improved are 
various. They Include the increased 
Federal regulation of public health, 
especially as related to the pollution of 
Interstate rivers and the regulation of 
pure food, including milk. .They also 
include the Improvement Ih State and 
local health administration. 

But it is a great mistake to suppose 
that the primary method of elevating 
health Is by enacting new law^s or en¬ 
forcing old legislation. The motive 
power must come from public opinion, 
and in order that such a power should 
exist it Is necessary that the ordinary 
Individual, of which the public consists, 
should Improve his health Ideals. This 
would come about quickly If each Indi¬ 
vidual appreciated how much he might 
prove his efficiency. I might mention 
the case of a young physician given up 
to die of tuberculosis five years ago, 
but who can now run twenty five miles 
without stopping; and a ’gentleman, 
Horace Fletcher, who In his forty-sixth 
yeur was rejected for life insurance, but 
Who later was not only able to obtain 
Insurance, but on his fiftieth birthday 
could ride 190 miles on his bicycle.

So far a* diet has received attention 
from scientific men. It has been chietlv 
concerned with the explanation of the 
processes of nutrition. For practical 
purposes, however, the Important studv 
of food Is not so much the wav in 
which it is utilized Inside the body.’but 
the question of the quantities of K 
which we should consume and the 
method by which we should eat it. The 
only control we practically have over 
fowl Is limited to the teeth and the 
mouth. After It Is swallowed It is rele¬ 
grated to processes over which we huve 
almost no control. The practical prob¬ 
lem for man is how to select his food, 
now much of It to eat and how to 
masticate It. 

To begin with the teeth: If any evi¬ 
dence were needed that man lives an 
unnatural and unhygenlc life It Is to be 
found In the condition of the teeth. 
Dentists say that a perfect set of teeth 
among grown-up people Ik so rare as 
to be a curiosity. When *uch a perfect 
set Is found it is usually true that their 
possessor does not live the ordinary 
mode of life. In London Sir Harcy 
Campbell, who has made a particular 
study of the use of the teeth In masti¬ 
cation, discovered a London workman 
with nj perfect set of teeth He found, 
however, that this workman had had a 
life-long habit of thorough mastication, 
ko Inbred that it wa» impossible for 
him to swallow as ordinary people 
swallow Every morsel of food must 
needs first be reduced by him to a liquid 
state.

Dt was the cowtemion of P.irrlsn 
th:n Powers failed oo lake advantage 
ot the time given by l«/\v to certify his 
onjKzid&vy. and that when the time had 
expired and his name was left off the 
ballot he had his name primed on smaJI 
slips of paper and pasted on the billot 
jUong with Che names of-the olher Dem¬ 
ocratic candidate.', and In this way 
secured sufficient votes to warrant the 
election board in awarding him tilte cer¬ 
tificate ot election. 

The Court of Appeals. Judge O’Root 
writing the opinion, upheld the conten¬ 
tion uf Parrish and decided that he was 
rightful possessor of th© office, 
whkh willl result In the salary for the 
two years also being paid to Parrish.

Conse¬ 
quently those who make a bore of eat¬ 
ing by counting the “chews” or timing 
themselves, or artificially holding the 
food in the mouth beyond thc time it 
wuuld naturally be swallows.) gain not 
benefit but Injury from tho prucil 
The men wore warned to make no ef¬ 
fort to prevent swallowing quite s 
much us they *\er<* warned not to bolt 
their f«A>d. thus swallowing became, 
like breAtblng, purely an Involuntary 
act.

Consumers of Malaga grapes, the lus¬ 
cious fruit grown must extensively In 
the Almcrlu district, Spain, may rest 
assured that they can eat to their 
hearts* content, this season, without 
fear of too rapidly depleting the stock 
on hand. Never In the history of Ma¬ 
laga receipts from nbroad has there 
been such a succession of heavy ship¬ 
ments from Almeria to this port as In 
the lost six or seven weeks. The largest 
two single shipment* came direct from 
the Spanish port,while the others caine 
via Liverpool. 

The Leyiund liner Cano dirt q,. from 
Liverpool, brought one of h*- lust ship¬ 
ments of the *tea*c4). - listing of 6.111 
barrels. lncrea 4 l OK the total receipts 
since the lust part of Sept« .Tiber to 
about 100.000 barrels. In round figures. 
The largest consignment of all was on 
the White Star liner Romanic, vhlch 
arrived here three weeks ago with* 29.- 
S04 barrels aboard. Like the Canopic 
of the same line, which brought 19.581 
barrels on September 20 , the Romanic 
made Almcrlu a port of call on her 
voyage fn m The Mediterranean, u pro¬ 
cedure which has been tried before In 
the grape season. 

From Liverpool the largest single 
shipment was 7,652 barrels on the Bo¬ 
hemian. which arrived here October 22 , 
while the Michigan hud one lot of 6.594 
barrels and the Devonian 6.487. 

The average prices realized at the 
auction of the fruit have been between 
$3 and $4. while there have been ex¬ 
tremes both above and below these fig¬ 
ures For Instance, as high us $11 per 
barrel was paid for some extra fancy 
stock.
